NOW READY 
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THE COMMUNION SET 

The Rev. Stanley Cummings, of the Congrega- 
tional Church has issued an appeal for help in 
locating the Communion Set, given by the Rev. 
Issac Morrill, to the church at the end of the 
French and Indian War, about 1757. 

The Rev. Morrill, who lived in the home on 
Middlesex Ave. where Carl Connor lives today 
was one of Wilmington's great men. ,,e was the 
Chaplain to the Massachusetts forces at the 
seige of Ticonderoga, in 1755-56. Ile was one of 
the most highly respected men in Massachusetts. 
He did not actually participate in the Battle 
of Lexington, but he and the Billerica minister 
were on record as having got as far as Bedford, 
at 5 am on that historic morning, and the two 
Reverend gentlemen escorted the Bedford minis-— 
ter. (who was suspected of Tory leanings) to a 
point of safety, within the British lines, at 
Boston, hefore the day was_finished. 

Five years later, when yexinzton Green was 
dedicated it was the Reverend Issac ‘forrill who 
was asked to deliver the dedicatory address. 

The Communion Set, of which the Reverend 
Cummings speaks represented the entire pay of 
Mr. Morrill, for his services in the French and 
Indian War, ‘ 

We have searched for it, in a desultory man- 
ner. We are satisfied that it is not in Boston. 

It is our belief that this Communion Set is 
in Salem, in a museum there, but we have neve: 
had the opportunity to take time to find out. 
Perhaps some Wi Imington resident who travels to 
the old seaport which lies to the eastward can 
take the time to enquire in the local museums. 

That Communion Set, without any doubt, is 
(if it can be found) the greatest treasure that 
Wilmington could have of its pre-Revolutionary 
Days. ~ 

WATER IN THE CELLAR 

This year, wettest in years, has Proved at 
least one thing in Wilmington. 

Much of the property that is looked upon by 
some people as being desireable for a real es- 
tate development is not qnite so desireable af- 
ter all. In too many instances, builders and 
contractors have built homes, and sold them, 
leaving the new owners to discover that in 
spring time their cellars become flooded.

DOUBLE SESSIONS 

Wilmington's Publie Schools are to have 
double sessions this fall, for about two months 
No formal announcement has yet been made by the 
School Committee, al though they have discussed 
the problem. 

The double sessions will last until the new 
wing of the High Sch is finished, which may 
be as late as October 31, and may possibly be 
earlier. Optimists Aro/ shooting. for an early 
September finish, and (¢t might possibly happen 
that way. 

The publie schools are short, as of this 
moment, at least 12 classrooms. This means that 
at least 24 classes will have tc be on double 
sessions. 

At the present stage of planning it will be 
youngsters in the fifth and sixth grades who 
will have the double sessi ons, for about two 
months, with a possibility that some fourth 
grade youngsters also being involved. It is 
Planned to have fifth graders attend ope of the 
sessions, and sixth graders the other, but we 
cannot say at the moment whether the fifth 
grade will be morning or afternoon sessions, 


TAXES 

The most painful subject in the world, with- 
out a doubt, at least as far as the average Am- 
erican Taxpayer ean see, 

Wilmington's tax rate, announced last week 
was up $3.20 from that of a year ago. Not plea- 
sant news, it was never the less a surprise, af 
ter atr Town Meeting, this spring, had gme be- 
yond the recommendations of the Finance Commi t- 
tee, and voted some $43,000 more than that com- 
mittee had approved. 

As we looked at the picture, after the Tewn 
Meeting, it looked like a $69 tax rate to us. 
A $66 rate is thus Pleasing, even if it is an 
advance.

Should Pay Cost of Fire 
Kidder suggested that a means 
be found to have the contract- 
ors may for the cost of put- 
ting out a fire which raged 
for five hours, last Saturday, 
near Concord Street.

CONFERENCE ON URBAN RENEWAL 

Members of the Wilmington 
Housing Athority, Monday eve- 
ning, asked the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen to set a 
date for a conference among 
Wilmington officials to consi- 
der all the problems brought 
on by the advent of Urban Re- 
newal in Wilmington, 

Chairman William Agreeable 
Smith, accompanied by Frank 
McLean, and Director Robert 
Michelson requested that the 
Selectmen, Planning Board and 
Board of Health all attend a 
conference in order to prevent 
any future difficulties in the 
$600,000 program, The Select- 
men were asked to set the date 
for the conference, which is 
to be held at the earliest pos 
sible date. 

Some difficulties have arisen 
which the WHA is anxious to 
smoothe out as soon as possi- 
ble, Smith said. One of these 
revolves around the ‘Master 
Plan’ prepared by the Planning 
Board, and adopted by that 
Board, which shows proposed 
roads and other plans for the 
future in Wilmington. 

The Master Plan was obtained 
through the provisions of the 
Federal Housing Act of 1954, 
under Title VII. 

The Housing Authority is 
working on Urban Renewal under 
the provisions of the Housing 
Act of 1949, as amended up to 
1957, Title I. It will be ne- 
cessary to clear up points of 
law and administration which 
may come up between these two 


acts. 

In addition, the WHA repres- 
entatives pointed out, a dif- 
ficulty exists because one of 
the maps in the Master Plan 
shows a road through the area 
planned to be used in the Ur- 
ban Renewal project, but not 
‘to scale’. The map has been 
adopted as part of the plan by 
the Planning Board, but not by 
the Town in Town Meeting as- 
sembled, it has been pointed 
out by Urban Renewal authori-

DECISION ON WOBURN STREET 
GARAGE TO BE DELAYED AT 
LEAST ONE WEEK 
‘The Board of Selectmen, after 
talking with Donald H. Robbins 
of Cambridge, has voted to 
wait at least a week before 
msking a final decision on his 
application for a Second Class 
Garage license for his new 

garage on Woburn Street. 

Mr. Robbins, who formerly did 
business in Cambridge under 
the name of Cambridge Auto 
Forge, Inc. is seeking to 
transfer his business to a new 
building he has erected be- 
tween Wobum and Eames Streets 
He will do business here he 
told the Selectmen, under the 
name of Don Robbins, Inc. 

The business, as he described 
it, is one that calls for a 
Second Class license. He buys 
and sells, and repairs heavy 
trucks and trailers, and main- 
tains a tow truck service. A- 
mong the firms that he men- 
tioned as having contracts 
with his firm were the Shell 
Oil Company and the Gulf Oil 
Company. 

Part of his business consists 
of the purchase of damaged 
trucks and trailers, sometimes 
as turn-ins for new vehicles. 
It was this part that worried 
the Selectmen, they avowing 
that they did not want a ‘junk 
operation’, which Robbins as- 
sured them they would not get. 
Robbins owns about three a- 
cres of land, with a frontage 
of 425 feet on Woburn Street 
and 290 feet on Eames Street. 
His plans, as described, in- 
cluded the planting of fir 
trees, tc further screen and 
beautify the garage, and the 
hardtopping of the yard.
